new Philippine commission the question 
of the disposition Of the church property 
in the archipelago. 
The commission 
will consult w ith the municipal officials 
relative to the action to be taken and 
the status of the friars who rem ain in 
the island will also be determined. 
At the same time the adm inistration 
will decide w hat shall be done with the 
church property in the island ut Puerto 
Rioo and the claim s of the Catholic 
clary, both there and in the Philippines, 
for the continuation of the support they 
received from the governm ent of Spain, 
and which, the clergy assert, is g u aran ­ 
teed them by the treaty of Paris. 
These questions are em barrassing to 
the adm inistration, especially as they 
are raised on the eve of the presidential 
campaign. W hile no formal claims have 
as yet been preferred by representatives 
of the Catholic church for restoration to 
the church of certain public buildings 
and lands in Puerto Rioo, General Davis 
understands th at it is the intention to 
claim ownership to several valuable 
structures in San Juan and to ask for 
the surrender of the property.

edifices it ia asserted, belonged original­ 
ly to certain religious orders, but were 
taken possession of by Spain, held as 
public property, and finally transferred 
as sucli to the I lilted States,
